tal to San José. The resolution pro- 
vides that San Joséshall deed to the 
State ten acres of landand $1,000.- 
00%. Mr. Seymour read from the Sacra- 
mento Bee an article headed: ‘Thank 
God, the Legislature Will Soon Ad- 
journ,’’ and said if such was the feeling 
of Sacramentans toward Senators and 
Assemblymen, the sooner the capital 
was removed toa more hospitable city 
the better. 

Senator Hart of Sacramento pro- 
tested loudly against the resolution, but 
it was adopted ‘by a vote of 27 to 7. 
Hart changed his vote from no to aye, 


intending to move ivora reconsideration, 


but befure he could do so, the Sénate 


adjourned. 


The resolution was at once trans- 
mitted to the Assembly. 

Mr. Lynch moved that the rules be 
suspended and the resolution immedi- 
ately considered. The motion was 
adopted with a shout, and the Clerk 
read the resolution. By this time. the 
Sacramentans were alarmed. At first 
the matter was looked upon as a joke, 
but Seymour's proposition grew in ear- 
nest favor each moment.

The 
audience was larger than the previous 
dav, owing to the expectation of new 
developments, and the deepest interest 
was exhibited in-the evidence. <A jury- 
man asked whether it was possible to 
trace the t.800,000 which Charles de 
Lesseps alleged had been given M. Flo- 
quet. Charles de Lesseps replied that 
he could not tell how to trace the 
money. “] have been so long in 
—prison,*-said Lesseps, -plaintively— 
that J am forgetting much that I 

knew.”’ 

M. Ranc.-testified to having ac- 
companied M. Clemenceau to see De 
Freycinet about the time testified to by 
Charles de Lesseps as the visit at w hich 
De Freycinet advised Charles de Les- 
seps not to have confidence in Baron 
Reinach. M. Rancsays-that the Baron 
was then in the throes of a conflict 
with, Boulangism, and a lawsuit be- 
tween the Panama Canal Company and 
Baron Reinach would have been hurt 
ful to the republic. , 

THE USUAL SENSATION. 

Deputy Leon L. Borie, a Boulangist, 
next testified. He created a decided 
sensation,in court by stating that,a man 
named Blanchet had offered him f.25,- 
000 for each deputy that he would in- 
duce to vote for the —a Lottery 
Bonds Bill.

THE AMERICAN END. 


How the Scheme Was Popularized in the 
United States, 

New York, March 11.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Congressional 
committee appointed to look into 
the conduct of the affairs of the Pan- 
ama Canal, Pacific Mail Steamship and 
Panama Railroad companies, made their 
report public today. Among other 
things the committee finds that the 
banking firm of J. & W. Seligman con- 
fessed to spending f.40,000,000. An- 
other finding of the committee is that 
the banking house named above, to- 
gether with Drexel, Morgan & Co. and 
Winslow, Laner & Co., received, appa- 
rently for the loan of their names to 
the enterprise, the sum of $2,000,000. 

Without his knowledge ex-Secretary 
of the Navy Fhompson was made chair- 
man of the commission created to popu- 
larize the Panama Canal scheme. 

‘What influence,’’ the report says, 
‘was used upon:the financiai public 
opinion of the United States by 
the names of these three great 
banking houses; what indirect credit 
and popularity was given to the 


enterprise through the numerous 
correspondents and connections through- 
out the country, it _ is, per- 


haps, impossible now to estimate; but 
to effect this was the object of the for- 
mation of this American committee, a 
committee which testifies it had no 
regular meetings, and some of the mem- 
bers of which were never present at 
the meetings or knew whether any min- 
utes were ever kept. This fact, if it is 
a measure of the general conduct and 
management of the Panama Canal Com- 
pany, might possibly explain why it 
wads compelled to go into liquidation as 
soon as it did. 

‘Your committee cannot refrain from 
calling attention ‘to the obvious deduc- 
tion from the facts shown, that it is in 
the interest of the United States that 
the American people should control 
some outlet across the isthmus at some 
point which shall be used for the benefit 
of American trade in general as an 


open and continuous competitor, afford- 


ing no opportunity for entangling sub- 
sidies from great competing lines on 
the chance of falling into the grasp of 
any monopoly through manipulation.”’

serves that it may be worth while 
getting seats, Then he goes down to 
the theater, books seats, and troubles 
himself no more about the matter until 
the first night of the play in question. 
The world behind the curtain is one 
with which he istotally unfamiliar. He 
knows naught of its struggles, its hopes, 
and fears, its arduous work, its magnifi- 
cent prizes and sore disappoint ments, 
So many thousands of pounds have been 
spent in preparing the play, so many 
reputations are at stake, so many 
hearts will be gay and glad tomorrow, 
or aching with the bitter pain of defeat. 
But to paterfamilias these are all the 
jovs or sorrows of another world. As 
he watches the smooth, easy perform- 
ance, in which every actor has his 
place, in which the whole pageant pro- 
duces itself without apparent effort, he 
fails to imagine the ceaseless work in- 


volved in its adequate _ reali. 
gation. He does not know that 
for weeks before produc- 
tion of a-new play, say at the 


Lyceum, for instance, Mr. Irving and 
the wonderful company which he has 
gathered around him labor over it often 
far into the night after the audience 
has left. The general idea of an actor’s 
life is that it is a delightful round of 
social pleasures tempered by a few 
hours’ light. agreeable work in the 
evening. ‘To those who think this, a 
visit to the Lyceum rehearsals would 
reveal the other side of the shield. 
Very few men in London labor so inde- 
fatigably as Mr. Irving. To watch him 
directing a rehearsal almost makes 
one’s head ache at the mere idea of 
such unceasing labor. Every motion, 


however insignificant, of each indi- 


vidual on the stage, from himself down 
to the newest and rawest *‘super,’’ has 
to be thought out and planned in Mr. 
Irving's brain. Like an ideal general. 
he leaves nothi 
subordinates. The turning up or down 
of every gas jet, the movement of every 
piece ot furniture, the effect of every 
note of music, has received his most 
careful thought. One watches him 
stand hour after hour on the Lyceum 
stage, without weariness, without im- 
‘patience, guiding the wholeof the great 
production, And though Mr. Irving 
never spares himself, he is very con- 
siderate'to others, When, for instance. 
a young actor is unable to comprehend 
the full meaning of an explanation, Mr. 
Irving walks’ up.and down the stage, 
one arm on his shoulder, and explains 
the whole conception ot the part. He 


is not only a great actor, but a great 


teacher, and his influence pervades and 
dominates every being in the theater. 
He does not merely assert, but gives 
fulland sufficient reason for every ac- 
tion until every .one on the stage 
grasps the exact meaning of the scene 
as well as he does himself. As an 
instance of this, let us follow the re- 
hearsals ot Becket. 3 

The theater itself is deserted save by 
some ghostly caretaker, who glides 
noiselessly through the shadowy gloom, 
sliding a brush. over the upholstery 
without looking at it, and replacing 
each covering as she goes. On the 
stage are two gentlemen, wearing pic- 
turesque soft hats and long coats which 
reach to within half a foot of the 
Sag The taller of the two, Mr. 
Henry Irving, wears a light drab-col- 
ored coat and dark hat; Mr. William 
Terriss is attired ina light hat and dark 
coat. In the center of the stage, close 
to the footlights, stands a screen; be- 
hind the screen is achair. To the left 
of — stage (as you look at it from the 
stalls) is placed a small table, with a big 
gilt cross on it. On the extreme right 
there is another small table, laden with 
papers, plans of the stage, and letters. 
At the back of the stage are grouped 
mumerous male ‘‘supers,’’ clad in ordi- 
mary morning costume and wearing the 
inevitable *bowler’’ hat. which does not 


harmonize very well with the huge 


spears they carry. Itis the scene in 
the second act of the late Poet Lau 
Becket, *‘The Meeting of the 
Kings,’’ and Mr. Irving is busily en- 
gaged grouping some fifty yeople, who 
are required to pose as barons, French 
prelates and retainers. When he has 
done this, there is still something 
wanted to complete the picture. Two 
ages are still lacking. ‘‘Where’s 
ohnny?'’ asks Mr. Irving, and Johnny 
appeara, Mr, Irving eyes him critic- 
ally. “I’m afraid you're too big, 
Johnny,’ he says, ahd Johnny disap- 


‘pointedly makes way for a smaiter boy. 


Mr. Irving stands well in the center 
of the stage, absorbing every detail. 
The French bishops are huddled too 
and he groups them 
more naturally; ‘Becket’s’? mortal 
foes, ‘‘Fitzurse,’’ ‘De Brito,” ‘De 
Tracy’’ and ‘De Morville’’ are moved 
lower down toward the audience, so that 
they can go ‘off’? with greater effect 
when jeering at ‘*Becket.”’ 

The cameo-cut outlines of Mr. Irving's 
fine, serious features are plainly visible 
as he turnsto look at the wings. “J 
don’t see any necessity for having 
these ‘wings’ so forward,’’ he declares, 
and the wings at once slide’ gently 
back, moved by some invisible agency. 
In response to Mr. Irving’s request for 
another alteration in the scenery (he 
epeaks with an utter absence of effort 
in a voice which can be heard at the 
other end of the theater, although it 


does not appear to be raised above a 


conversational pitch,) a middle-aged. 
gentleman, attired in a frock coat, his 


brows carefully swathed in a white 
pocket handkandief, comes forward,. 


yardstick in hand, and measures the 
stage with great assiduity. When this 
has been done, Mr. Irving sits down 
with ‘Please, go on.'’ Then he turns

first without the dialogue?’ ‘Yes,’ 
answers TJerriss, and the whole action 
of the scene is gone through, Mr. Irving 
and Mr, Terriss exchanging their direc- 
tion of the various groups for the as-

sumption of their own parts with an 
ease and rapidity born of long.practice, 
Mr. Irving moving about from group to 


group until he is satisfied with the effect 


of the whole. Mr. H. T. Loveday, 
the stage manager, being at present ill, 
Mr. Terriss is kindly assisting Mr. Ir- 
ving with rehearsal. After the en- 
trances and exits have been arranged 
for the twentieth time, ‘‘Henry’s’’ mag- 
nificent voice rings out as ‘Louis’? 
enters: 

‘‘Brother of France, what shall be 
done with ‘Becket?’ ”’ 

As this is one of the early rehearsals, 
the actors are not yet word perfect. 
Each holds his part in one hand, and 
refreshes his memoroy as he goes on. 
When ‘‘Henry’’ and ‘Louis’’ have fin- 
ished their dialogue, and ‘Becket’ is 
about to enter, Mr. Irving suddenly 
pauses. ‘'Make a note that before 
‘Becket’s’ entrance there should be a 
slow -chant—a Gregorian chant—and 
flourishes. Where are the gentlemen 


gentlemen, which requires the utmost 
carefulness and patience, and all the 
earnestness you can throw into it. 

The crowd: ‘‘Hereis the great Arch- 
bishop. He lives! He lives!’ 

“No, I wouldn’t do it that way,”’ 
says Mr. Irving. ‘Here is the great 
Archbishop.’ You’re surprised to see 
me, vou know. Then pause. ‘He 
lives! he lives!’ in a sort of whisper. 
Now, go back and chant the service, 
and do it all over again.”’ 

The solemn strains of the organ are 
heard as ‘‘Rosamond’’ goes off, the 
cue for the monks to enter being, 
‘‘And pass at once perfect to Paradise.”’ 
But the organ is too loud; so is the 
chant. After several attempts the 
organ sounds more softly, the monks ap- 
pear, and '‘Bécket”’ enters, hurried along 


by his friends. But. the mofks have 
not yet caught the spirit of the scene.

Mr. Irving claps his 
hands (the stage signal for stopping 
people) and decides to try the effect be- 
hind the scenes. ‘That wiil do; very 
good,’’ he declares, as the solemn chant 
steals slowly in, and then, merging the 
manager in the actor, kneels at 
‘“*Henry’s’’ feet. 


At this juncture, Mr. Irving becomes 


the stage-manager again, and turns to 


the group of ‘'Henry’s’’ followers. 
‘You, gentlemen, are to come up here. 


tentively; that’s the spirit of it.’’ 
‘King Henrv’s’’ followers move up, and 
jeer at ‘‘Becket,’? who curses them. 
Then come the voices of the crowd 
without: . 

‘* Blessed be the lord archbishop, 


faces for the honor of God.”’ 

But Mre Irving is not satisfied with 
thecrowd. ‘Slower and more gravely, 
please. I want the emphasis on ‘the 
lord archbishop.’ So!. That will be 
very good.,’’ 

After this, there is an interval, and 
Mr. Irving and Mr. Terriss disappear. 
Before they return, the stage carpen- 
ters begin to prepare for the murder 
scene in the last act. A number of 
what appear to be canvas-covered 
trunks are brought in, and laid down to 
represent stones inthe choir of Can- 
terbury Cathedral. 


Meantime, some of the gentlemen 
who represent the monks in this scene 
plavfully spar at one another, or lunge 
with walking-sticks at jmaginarv foes. 
The carpenters are busy measuring the 
stage in all directions with tapes, in ac- 
cordance witha plan which one of them 
holds in his hand. Before Mr. Irving 
returns, the ‘‘supers’”’ group themselves 
“left."’ and answer to their names. 
When he reappears, thev look at him 
expectantly. “I am not going to re- 
hearse this scene today,’’ he says, ‘‘but 
will just arrange it. Those who sing, 
go over right (left from the audience). 
You sing the vespers, I want six more 
with you. Then, twelve of the short- 
est. You followthem. All the snort 
Ones you have, please. ‘Yes, you're 
short (toa diminutive ‘super’ who is 
standing on tiptoe, and trying to look 
seven feet high at least.) Don’t be 
bashful. You're none the worse for 
being short. Come along;’’ and with 
unfailing memory Mr. Irving calls 
each man nanfe,§ and_ indi- 
his place. When a man 
fails to quite realize what is re- 
quired of him, Mr. Irving takes him by 
the shoulders and gently moves him 
to the required position, very much as 
if the individual in question were a pawn 
about to be played in a game of chess. 
As soon asthe monks are grouped to 
his satisfaction he steps back. ‘‘That’s 
it. Now, you all come down from the 
choir. There is a loud hammering 
against the door, I go to Open the 
door, and all of you rush right by me.” 
Then Mr. Jrving opens the door to his 
murderers, and is borne back by the 
crowd of terrified monks. Five min- 
utes afterward he has returned to life 
and is rehearsing ascene from King 
Lear, with Miss Ellen Terry’s under- 
study, in as natural and unembarrassed 
a manner asif he had not been working 
hard for three hours previously, 

Especial care is bestowed by Mr. Irv- 
ing with regard to every detail of the 
murder scene. On another occasion the 
sceriéry isnot ready, but a flight of 
steep steps, essential to the action, is 
placed far back in a position to 
the left of the stage. As Becket 
has never plaved before 
there are no traditions whatever 
to guide actors or scenic artists, and 
each movement, phrase, gesture and in- 
tonation must be ‘“‘created.’’ Mr. Irv- 
ing picks up a huge battleaxe and 
hatchet, and carefully plans the details 
of his own murder. Having. decided 
how to die, he thoughtfully surveys the 
steps up which the frightened monks 
are supposed to rush. ‘“I’hey won't do,’’ 
says Mr. Irving. ‘‘They are too steep; 
there is no hand-rail, and the monks 
will fall over and hurt themselves. . 
Take off four steps. It would be too 


then, ‘Salisbury’ and ‘Grim,’ I en- 
ter, forced along, by you. Catch hold 
of me, and put your arms around me 
this way. That’s it. No;I don’t like 
those steps.’’ 
Mr. Irving again tries thé steps per- 
sonally. and decides what further alter- 
ations arérequired. Then he addresses 
the monks, who stand by the steps

Then pause a mo- 
ment and shout, ‘To the choir, to the 
choir!’ Some of you run half-way up 
the steps, then come down again, asif 
you had changed your minds, and rush 
right across the other side. You are 
confused, and don’t know what to do. 
You, Mr. Bishop, shout out in your tre- 
mendous voice, “l’o the crypt!’”’ 

This movement is rehearsed some 
‘twenty times before it satisfies Mr. 
Irving. At last the monks disavper 
and ‘‘Becket’’ is left to confront his 
murderers. ‘I stand here in the tran- 
sept and ‘Fitzurse’ rushes up to me. 
‘What's he say? Oh, ‘I will not only 
touch, but drag thee hence.’ Then I 
say, ‘Thou art my man, thou art my 
vassal. Away,’ and push him off.” 

‘‘Fitzurse’’ falls, and Mr. Irving stops 
reading from the part. ‘No, ‘Fit- 
zurse,’ you take hold of me, and I fling 
you off violently. You must remember 
that 1 am supposed to be a-strong man —

sible to carry heavy pots of paint about 
allday, Mr. Craven really performsa 
kindof ‘‘sentry-go,’’ painting as he 
goes. One curious fact is that his col- 


ors dry very quickly. about two. shades_ 


lighter than when they are wet. After 
Mr. Craven has covered a certain 
amount of space he motions to the boy 
at the winch, and the whole vast can- 
vas moves slowly up some two or three 
feet. Mr. Craven, in addition to his 
artistic ki:owledge, is a perfect ambu- 
latory encyclopedia, his work requiring 
an intimate acquaintance with archi- 
tecture, ,botany, history.. He is, above 
all things, an artist, with an intimate 
knowledge of the shapes, the hues, the 
seasons of flowers, the colors and hab- 
its of birds, the tints of leaves, their 
varied forms, and the other thou- 
sand and one things which he 
is called upen to depict at a moment's 
notice, The rapidity with which he 
works is simply marvelous. 
I can’t talk much,’’ he says, ‘‘but I had 
fourteen hours of it yesterday, and mv 
feet are beginning to give out.’’ ‘You 
ought to join the eight hours’ move- 
ment, Mr. Craven.’? Mr. Craven makes 
a semi-circular sweep with a huge 


sage with the right emphasis, action 
and intonation, giving the meaning 
clearly and fully. ‘Don't you think 
that must be what is meant?’ she asks, 
questioningly.* ‘‘Hum-m,’’ says the 
actor, looking at the lines. ‘‘Ah, very 
likely. Perhapsit is.’’ It is agreed 
that it shal) be spoken that way, and 
the actor vives a delicate and truthful 
reading of the part, which will procure 
him a pat on the back from the critics 
when the play is produced. In the 
presence of her intuitive perception, 
the members of the cast instinctively 
become energetic and animated. At 
one moment she bends over to Mere- 
dith Balk in the orchestra, her long 
black skirt sweeping the stage in grace- 
ful folds; at another ‘‘move@ up’’ to test 


a portion of the scenery and confer 


with Mr. Irving, or, with chair lightly 
dragging after, walks toward the wings, 
sits down and rapidly cons her part. 
Three minutes after, she has crossed 
the stage, and is writinga letter. Be- 
fore the letter is finished, something 


else claims her attention. Then she 
comes back, finishes it, and is 
consulted by Mr. Irving and Mr. 
Terriss as to how he (Mr. Ter- 


riss) is to jump over a table without for- 
feiting his kingly dignity. Mr. Terriss 
has already vaulted over the table some 
eight times with the agility of a deer, 
but Mr. Irving wants it done differently. 
think you'd better,’ he says, ‘thave 
something on the table, and pick it up 
before you go over. If you do it thid 
way, it looks rather like Lillie Bridge, 
you know." Miss Ellen Terry reflects 
a moment, then asks, in mirthful tones, 
suiting the action tothe word, ‘*‘What 
is that jump that makes you go side- 
ways as you fly over hurdles?’?§ Mr. 
Yerriss, like Mr. Winkle’s horse, goes 
‘sideways.”? This method, however, 
still lacks dignity, and at last it is de- 
cided that he shall place both ands on 
the table, spring over, and so lightly up 
the steps and exit. Half way up the 
steps he is recalicd by Mr. Irving’s 
warning voice, ‘Don’t go up there, it 
isn’t safe yet.’’ — 
There is one gentleman who plays a 
very important part in the proceedings, 
yet never appears on the Lyceum stage 
in public, and that Hawes Craven,

Terriss now helps him on with it again, 
the monks are recalled, and some dozen 
0: more painstaking attempts made to 
geteverything right, ‘It’s very simple, 
gentiemen.’’ Mr. Irving assures the 
monks. ‘Very simple, when you've 
once caught the spirit of it.’ This re- 
hearsal has lasted for nearly three 
hours, during the whole of which time 
Mr. Irving has superintended every- 
thing, thrown himself into each man’s 
part, grouped every one, created the 
action, devised. suggestions for scenery, 
as if-regardless o

ing. In times of emergency, he often 
works fourteen hoursata stretch, The 
floor of the room is bespattered with 
paint; Mr. Craven’s clothes are all the 
hues of the rainbow; so are those of his 
assistants, one of them unconsciously 
having decorated himself with a blue 
nose. The centerof the room is occu- 
pied by huge tables, on which stand 
earthen pots containing paint by the 
half-gallon, and brushes of all shapes 
and sizes. Indeed, some of the brushes 
will bold two-pounds’ weight at a single 
dip, and Mr. Craven’s implement for 
sketching in outlines ig a thick stick of 
charcoal fastened on a long pole. The 


‘artist's méthod of painting is to walk to | 


the center, take a huge dip of paint 
and speed back again to his canvas, 
which represents a huge ash tree. Mr. 
Craven, besides sporting as much woad 
on his person as an ancient Briton, 
wears a white bandkerchief round his 
brows. When he is very much pressed 
for time he exchanges thia handkerchief 
for a red one, and the joke goes round 
that this means blood.

the force of habit causes him to be 
here, there and everywhere with una- 
bated energy, as the grouping in the 
third scene of the first actis very dif- 
ficult. 

This scene is laid in, Northampton 
Castle. Some fifty people are on the 
stage, bishops, Templars, knights, and 
John of Oxford, president of the coun- 
cil. Mr. Irving runs his eyes over the 
‘‘Put one man on the 
steps. Now, a group by the throne. 
The barons sit around the table, and 
the rest of you occupy the benches.”’ 

As the groups arrange themselves in 
obedience to Mr. Irving’s directions, 
his somewhat elderly fox terrier moves 
slowly ‘‘on,’’ andsuperciliously surveys 
the general effect, As the barons give 
vent to angry murmurs, the dog howls. 
Sometimes, when Mr. Irving” walks up 
the steps after bidding deflance to the 
barons, the dog follows stiffly after him 
to lend the weight of his moral sup- 
port. Satisfied that all is well, the 
dog returns to Miss Terry, and goes to 
sleep on her dress. Nowand then he 
wakes up, stretches himself, and 
evinces the most. profound contempt 
for John of Oxford's speech by yawn- 
in the orator’s face. Seeing, at last, 
that the rehearsal will be longer. than 
usuat; he resigns himself to the inevi- 
table, and goes to sleep again. | 

After Mr. Irving has grouped the men 
on the benches, he steps back and looks 
at the table.- ‘‘We ought to have oun it 
some kind of mace or crosier,’’ he 
says—‘'a large Grosh Now for. the 
make-up.’? the (barons and every 
one who has a moustache must wear a 
small beard.

he did not understand why of late 
years there seemed to be something of 
reluctance on the part of men of influ- 
ence, and especially those who were 
earning large incomes from their pro- - 
fessions or business, to accept Cabinet 
posts. The remark was undoubtedly 
called forth by the report that several 
men of high character and ability de- 
clined invitations from President Cleve- 
land to enter his Cabinet, the reason 
given being thatthey could not afford to 
Make the pecuniary sacrifice. 

This report is undoubtedly correct so 
far astwo politicians who were asked 
to accept Cabinet portfolios are con- 
cerned, and it may have been true in 
respect to others. 

It is only in the present generation 
that a tendency has been observed on 
the part of politicians to be possessed 
with less ambition to serve in Presiden- 
tialscabinets than the greater politi- 
cians had in earlier years. The Cabi- 
net was looked upon, or at least the 
State Department was, as the stepping- 
stone to the Presidency. Allof the 
earlier Presidents, excepting Jackson, 
up to the time of William Henry Harri- 
son, bad served as Secretary of State, 
and some of the ablest politicians of the 
earlier day who had Presidential ambi- 
tion, disappointed though it was, held 
the first office in the Cabinet, viewing 
it as the servant of that ambition. 
Thus Henry Clay entered the younger 
Adams’s Cabinet. Mr. Webster and 
‘Mr. Calhoun both served as Secretary 
of State. Lewis Cass also had that 
office. But, after Mr. Buchanan’s elec; 
tion to the Presidency, no man who had 
held the office of Secretary of State 
was ever elected President, and Mr. 
Blaine wasthe only one who, having 
been the State Secretary, was after- 
ward nominated. 

The Senate has been called the grave- 
yard of Presidential hopes, but that 
term might with equal accuracy be ap- 
plied to the Cabinet, for itis a remark- 
ablé fact of political history that no 
man who ever served in a Cabinet in 
any other capacity’ than Secretary of 
State afterward reached the. Presi- 
dency. Jefferson Davis, who had been 
in President Pierce’s Cabinet, was pre- 
sented to the Charleston convention in 
1860, but not nominated. Occasion- 
ally men who have held Cabinet office 
have been spoken of for the Presidency, 
‘but no.one ever came within sight of 
the nomination excepting John Sher- 
man, who had been Secretary of the 
Treasury, Benjamin H. Bristow, who 
was one of Sherman’s predecessors, 
and Judge Gresham, who had been both 
Postmaster-General and Secretary of 
the Treasury. 

In fact, service asa general thing inthe 
Cabinet has been the climax of political 
careers. Some mea have gone from the 
Cabinet to Congress, but none have ever 
achieved great careers in the legisla- 
tive body after Cabinet service except- 
ing Henry Clay, Daniel Webster and 
John ©. Calhoun. Mr. Sherman's ca- 
reer as a legislator was made before he 
became Secretary of the Treasury. 

Very few men have served in Presi- 
dential cabinets and not passed rapidly 
out of the public eve as soon as their 
Cabinet careers were finished. Mar-. 
shall Jewell attained great prominence, 
but it was because of his unique and 
| brilliant service as a political manager, 
Mr. Evaris seemed to have finished his 
political career when he entered Presi- 
dent Johnson’s Cabinet as Attorney Gen- 
eral, and it was personal friendship 
rather than political considerations 
which led President Hayes to call Mr.

party, but as a compromise acceptable 
to the friends of more powerful rival 
candidates, and Mr. Evarts’s career in 
the Senate emphasized that political 
law which seems to determine the pub- 
lic careers of those who have had Cabi- 
net service.

“Cold” Fire. 


Various Smoke-preventing Appliances and 
Inventions--England’s Struggles With 
Raw Bitumen—Washing the Im- 
purities Out of Smoke,

Did not the black smoke from their 
coal tires ruin the’ complexion, did it 
not injure trade and imperil the health 
of the people? The grimy specks that

A learned commission was appointed 
to hunt out these villainous coal burn- 
ers, to fine them, and, if they persisted 
in making a smoke, to tear down their 
furnaces. Al] this did not do any good, 
and finally a law was passed making 
the burning of coal within the limits of 
London a crime. 

At last, inthe reign of the first Ed- 
ward, they calmly hung a wicked creat- 
ture, who presumed to burn coal and 
make a nuisance with itssmoke.. Allof 
this is solemn history, as duly set forth 
‘in learned books written by men sup- 
posed to know what thev are talking 
about. 

The poor smoke-maker died in vain, 
for, in spite of kings and proclamations, 
and the complaints of mv lord and my 
lady, people would burn coal and make 
a horrible smoke. They have been hav- 
ing a lovely time in England ever since. 
People deficd the law, forthe forests 
that once covered Great Britain had 
gone the way of the charcoal-burner’s 
burrow, and it was use coal or go with- 
outiron. The wealth of England. her 
very existence, depended upon cheap 
iron. Coal meant cheap iron, and coal 
they would burn in spite of king, laws, 
and the House of Lords. Beyond a 
donbt the vast clouds of smoke that set- 
tled over every British city was a 
nuisance—and vear by year the sky 
grew blacker. | 

‘In 1819 the House of Commons ap- 
pointed a commission to examine the 
matterof smoke. A number of learned 
persons were examined, and a _ vast 
fund of more or less valuable informa- 
tion in regard to smoke was gathered, 
-and the final oucome was the passing of 
laws to prevent the unnecessary smoke 
from burning coal. 

In this country we, fortunately, have 
vast stores of anthracite, and our an- 
thracite burning cities are as free from 


the fire todraw downward through the 
coals and grate bars into the ash pit, 
and thence to the chimney. ‘The object 
‘sought was practically the same as with 
the double furnaces alternately. An- 
other. old plan was to feed the cqgal 
slowly to the fire by pushing it forward, 
into hotter and hotter zones of the fur- 
nace., The coal was ‘‘coked,’’ and the 
resultant gases burned as they moved 
forward into the hotter portions of tue 
fire. The inventions founded on these 
three systems all dependeii absolutely on 
the skill and watchfulness of the stoker 
or firemen and all were partially suc- 
_cesstul in preventing smoke production. 
With an increase of knowledge of the 
actual chemistry of gombustion other 
inventions appeared designed to bring 
warm air into the active zone of chem- 
ical operations at a point beyond the 
actual mass of birning coal. Air being 
introduced behind the fire tended to 
stimulate increased combustion § and 
gave a far higher temperature and, asa 
result, less visiblesmoke. Avery great 
number of devices have been brought 
out to accomplish’ this purpose, all of 
them more or less efficient. Some of 
these, under modified forms, are in use 
now. Still another system employs a 
steam jet thrown into the fire ata point 
where more airisneeded. Thesesteam 
jets are arranged to carry air along 
with them into the fire. The steam is 
partly decomposed and supplies both 
oxygen (besides the air) and hydrogen 
which also increase the temperature 
and prevent the formation of smoke. 
From time to time new inventions 
are announced that promise to make a 
new atmosphere for our smoky cities. 
Allof these inventions appear to be 
founded upon one of the six systems of 
smoke-prevention. Very flattering re- 
ports are made upon the inventions, ac- 
companied with picturés showing black 
smoke pouring from a chimney, and 
again with the same chimney quite in- 
nocentof smoke. There seems to be 
no doubt that smoke formation can be 
almost completely prevented by the 


proper use of some of these appliances. 


Moreover, smoke can very largely be 
prevented without special smoke- 
preventor by skillfulstoking. Atrained 


the nuisance of smoke as before the 
first hard coal burned in Philadelphia, 
and when wood and charcoal were the 
only fuels. In our bituminous cities 
and on nearly all our railroads we have 
had the same experience as London, 
Glasgow and Liverpool—a constant 
fight against the excessive production 
of smoke. We. too, have appointed 
commissions to examine the subject of 
smoke, and today we have gathered a 
fund of exact informationon the matter 
of smoke production and smoke preven- 
tion that places the subject upon a 
pretty solid basis. We, at least, know 
today whatsmoke is, and our wood- 
burning fathers didn’t know that, and 


production of smoke may be prevented. 


Now, to know where you stand is 
something. There is no doubt that the 
excessive production of smoke isa 
nuisance.: 


The law does not allow any 
manto produce any unhealthy odor or 
to make a public nuisance of his busi- 
ness. You cannot pour the bi-products 
of manufacturers into the street, any 
more than you can dump your ashes on 
the sidewalk or pour furnace slag on 
the townroad. The factthat smoke is 
carried up into the air and poured out 
over our heads to drift away on the 
wind till it finally falls on somebody’s 
land, does not make any difference. 
Throwing smoke up a chimney does not 
in the least degree get rid of it. The 
wind may kindly carry it away from 
your land, but surely some where and 
some time it falls on somebody's land, 
Besides this, it 
shuts out the healthful sunshine, dark- 
ens the sky, and costs money for lamps 
and clean handkerchiefs. 

Smoke, the chemist informs us, is the 
It 
might be called a bi-product of a (rela- 
tively) coid fire, a hot tire giving no 
smoke. This would seemto solve this 
matter at once—have a hot fire. In one 
sense this is the key of the whole busi- 
ness. There. would be nosmoke cloud 
over Chicago if every fire was an in- 
tensely hot one. Naturally, a subject 
that has been made the study of com- 
mission after commission in both Europe 
and America would stimulate invention, 
and inventors have appeared in throngs 
before these learned bodies with hun- 
dreds of machines, appliances and de- 
vices for ‘‘consuming’’ and preventing 
smoke. It is estimated that nearly two 
thousand patents have been taken out, 
here and in England, on smoke-prevent- 
ing appliances since this century began. 
Even as.early as 1785 Watt claimed a 
method of preventing smoke in fur- 
naces. Just here it may be proper to 
clear the deck by remarking that there 
isnosuch thing as ‘‘smoke consump- 
tion,’’ and all so-called ‘‘smoke tonsum-

Smoke-washing is simply passing 
smoke through a falling spray of water. 
It does remove impurities, but for all 
practical purposes in preventirg ‘the 
enormous clouds of smoke that form 
from our chimneys such washing appli- 
ances are unavailabie.

Quite recently new appliancés have 
been announced in Europe. They are 
undoubtedly modifications of known ap- 
pliances or foundedon one of the six 
familiar systems. This much we do 
know; no radically novel. and, there- 
fore, important invention has been 
brought out in recent years, . Excellent 
appliances have been introduced, and 
some are inuse. Why they are not uni- 
versal is simply a mattérof cost. Itis 
cheaper to make steam with plenty of 
smoke than to make steam with no 
smoke. A locomotive is designed to 
‘‘wet there,’’ and if heavy clouds of 
‘smoke make a part of the cost of get- 
ting there, why we.must accept 
the smoke or take the electric car. A 
first-class fireman will make the least 
smoke, but the high steaming, foul 
burning and high blast locomotive 
must of necessity produce mith the 
best of care a great dealof smoke. 
‘Stationary steam plants are nnder bet- 
ter control,.and smoke prevention is 
possible with proper firing and with 
the aid of some form of smoke preven- 
ter. Automatic machine-stokers in a 
degree prevent smoke, but,the’ trouble 
is the stoke machines can’t think, and a 
fire needs thought. A fire varies from 
minute to.minute--a machineis unvary- 
ing, and the result is not uniform. 
The greatest hope thatis held out for 
the ultimate reduction of the smoke 
nuisauce, isin the construction of bet- 
ter furnaces, and boilers, and higher 
skillin firing. Itis nause to builda 
$50,000 steam plant, and put it in 
charge of a $2 man. More skill at the. 
fire door, and much higher wages with 
better furnaces—these are the best 
smoke preventors. 

There is in this matter of thé preven- 
tion of smoke one field of invention, 
that, while not directly bearing en the 
burning of coal, vet presents some fea- 
tures of interest and some sign of hope 
for the future. This is the use of gas 
fuels and the use of apparatus for the 
burning of coal in the form of dust or 
flour. Natural gas has already done 
much to clear the atmosphere of Pitts- 
burgh and other smoky cities. The use 
of natural gas has been a great object 
lesson for the people of this country. 
It has shown that gas is the cleanest 
and most convenient fuel we have, 
particularly for domestic purposes, It 
is a ‘question whether artificial gas 
is cheaper than ‘coal, but this 
must *be observed; it ig rapidly 
growing in favor. even’ im the an- 
thracite burning districts; Many apatt- 
ment. hofses and flats'in New York 
are now supplied with gas ranges 
only, as they save all the cost and wear 
and tear of coal and ashes, ‘ Smoke +s 
not the only nuisance of’ coal, and the 
injury to buildings and the ‘labor of 
handling ashes and coal tends greatly 
to lessen the extra costof gas. Coal 
costs after it is used. A general use of 
gas for domestic purposes would there- 
tore materially tend to the reduction of 
the smoke cloud in our towns.’

The case of the county of Los Angeles

The National Museum at Washington, in 
its exhibit at the World's Fair, will display 
a collection of coins and other metal money 
valued at nearly $1,000,000.

interesting object in the Spanish exhibit at 
the World's Fair. 

Exhibits for the Woman's. building are 
required to be in the building by March 15, 
at which time an expert committee of the 
Board of Lady Managers will pass upon 
them to determine their fitness for exhibi- 
tion. 

Two white kangaroos will appear in the 
New South Wales exhibit. These are ex- 
ceedingly rare animals.

_ SACRAMENTO, March.10.—The House 
again placed itself on record ‘‘agin 
the railroa@’’ late yesterday after- 
noon, when;by a vote of 50 to 20, it 
decided to substitute the first section of 
‘What is known as the Seawell Bill for 
the first section of Carpenter’s meas- 
ure. The whole afternoon was taken 
up in discussion, and almost the entire 
talent of the House, at different times, 
occupied the floor, Mr. Finlayson 


tion. He was followed by Messrs. Bled- 
soe, Kahn, Shanahan, Alford, Gould, 
Taylor, Vann ard ,.Bretz, who supported 
him. Messrs. Simpson, Bulla, Miller, 
Mathews of, Tehama, Duckworth, 
O’ Keefe and Carlson spoke against the 
Seawell measure, but from _ differ- 
ent standpgints.” Messrs. Duckworth, 


}Carlson, Mathews and Miller were in 


favor of the Carpenter measure, while 
Messrs. Bulla, Simpson and O'Keefe fa- 
vored the amended House Judiciary 
Committee report. The last-named 
measute is the Carpenter substitute, 
amended so that it calls for all back 
taxes from 1882, to be reassessed at 
the rate for the vears for which such 
reassessments are made, and not in the 
year when such reassessment is made, 
as originally provided for in the Car- 
pénter substitute. This, in itself, made 
a difference of over $250,000, and un- 
til yesterday morning was supposed to 
be the measure which the House would 
adopt asits ultimatum. But the radi- 
cal leaders, and particularly the Demo- 
cratic war-horses, early in _ the 
morning decided that in order to 
live up to their ante- election 
pledges, a more Stringent re- 
assessment measure should be passed 
and the Seawell Bill, which has been de- 
feated inthe Senate, should be substi- 
tuted. Mr. Finlayson was selected to 
introduce the Seawell Bill, which calls 
for back taxes from 1879, and did so 
ina powerful speech. Messrs. Bulla, 
Simpson and O’Keefe, who were in- 
strumental in bringing forth thé House 
Judiciary Committee’s report, claimed 
that this change of tactics placed them 
in a delicate position. Either the 


| Judiciary Committee’s report should be 


withdrawn, or, to be consistent, they 
would be compelled to vote against the 
Seawell measure. While they were in 
favor of making the Southern Pacific 
pay every dollar of its just taxes, they 
could not, in the light of their action in 
the committee-room, record themselves 
in favor of the Seawell Biil until the 
‘measure previously reported had been 
withdrawn from consideration. But 
this House, when it comes to making a 
record, is decidedly anti-railroad, and 
-by the decisive vote of 50 to 20 noti- 
fied the Southern Pacific that ‘tno com- 
promise’’ was.the watchword. . 
_..The Governor signed eighteen Senate 
bills and sixteen House bills vesterday. 
Four of the successful Senate bills were 
introduced by Senator Mathews, while 
among the House bills signed were one 
bv Mr. Simpson and one by Mr. penis 
ton. » 

The House last night moved to recon- 
sider the vote by which the Ragsdale 


-Mutual Insurance Bill was passed, and 


adopted a resolution requesting the 
Senate to return said bill. This is the 
measure which Assemblyman Pendleton - 
successfully resurrected two days ago 
by ‘‘stealing a march’’ on the House. 
If the Senate returns it, the bill will, no 
doubt, be killed a second time, this time, 
forever. 

Senator Mathews today introduced 
the following, which was unanimously 
adopted: 


Resolved, that the Attorney-General and 
the Controller of State of California are 
hereby requested toimmediately furnish to 
the Senate copies of contracts made for the 
collection of delinquent taxes belonging to 
the State, by which the collector is allowed 
15 per cent. upon the amount collected, in 
addition tg the costs and penalties pro- 
scribed by Statute, and that said Attorney. 
General and Controller also furnish the 
Senate with the following information: 

1. How many such contracts have rig 
made, when made, and with whom made 

2. How much money has been paid said | 
persons with whom said contracts were 
made, as percentage, costs and penalties, 
including the $3 per notice for serving no- 
tices, and including the percentage and pen- 
alties paid by the counties for which said 
were appointed. 

3. By what authority of law said Attor- 
ney-General and Controller have assumed 
to make such contracts. 

The delinquent tax sharks have gath- 
ered in such force at the capital, and 
are making such a persistent fight on 
Mr. Bulla's Assembly Bill No. 81, 
which makes the State purchase all 
property sold for delinquent taxes, that 
the representatives of the Los Angeles 
Reform Association have taken the mat- 
ter up in real earnest, and propose to 
see it through. The bill has passed the 
House and is now on the Senate file. 
Senator Mathews has been handed the 
following by the Reform Association 
watchers here, and is making excellent 
use of the data thus furnished: 


1. Mr. Wright, the agent for San Fran- 
cisco, collected in a single instance $6000 
as bis commission and penalties. 

2. There areinstances in Los. Angeles 
when House, one of the tax-sharks, has col- 
lected over $200 from the same individual 
from notices alone where farming lands had 
beencut up into town lots and reconverted 
againintotarms. To swell the costs allowed 
these agents, a notice is served on every 
lot, although they are but acre property, 
and when the tax on the lot is 50 cents the 
costs which these agents collect swells the 
amount to $5 or $6. 

3. Itis reported that Mr. House draws 
as high as $1000 pér month from the 
treasury of Los Angeles county.

ormous amounts and should be collected, 
This is correct, but the Attorney-General 
and Controller. instead of reporting the 
matter to the Legislature and asking for 
legiclation upon the subject, have arro- 
gated to themselves authority which they 
do not possess, and which it was never in- 
tended they should have, and are wasting 
the funds of the State to pay out 15 per 
cent., besides penalties.

New York, Feb, 27.—It is an old say- 
ing among Americans that any fool can 
make money, but it takes a wise man to 
keep it. This would seem to indicate a 
national failing, and as a matter of fact 
Uncle Sam, not less than his children, 
seems disposed to deal out his treas- 
ures of gold and silver with such a lav- 
ish hand ‘that one might fancy there 
was no end to them. 

Take these exports of gold to foreign 
countries, about which ‘ene reads so 
much in the financial articles. One 
cannot pick up a newspaper without be- 
ing informed that another $1,000,000 
or $2,000,000 or. $8,000,000 worth 
of gold has been sent abroad, One 
sometimes asks himself where all this 
gold comes from, which seems to be go- 
ing away from the United States into the

Now for the way in which all this 
gold is transported from one part of 
»the to another, usnally from the 
sub-treasury to the banking house which 
is shipping it, and from there tothe 
steamer. Any day you care to stroll 
down Broad street you will find,’ rain or 
shine, standing at the corner of 
Exchange place, a_ gruff, grizzly, 
weather beaten man about 60, who 
seems to have nothing to do but hang 
around. a red-painted truck and occa- 
sionally walk over to a slate hanging by 
a rusty nail against the building, and 
scrutinize it as if he were a schoolboy 
studying a hard sum in division. 

Do not pass this man by because he is 
roughly dressed, he is worthy of all the 
attention yvoucan give him. He is John 
Barkley, who for thirty years past has 
monopolized: the curious business of 
trucking gold and silverin New York 
City. Mr. Rarkley has had entrusted 
to his care more coin and bullion than 
could. be equalled by all the fortunes of 
all the millionaires in this country and 
France and England added together. 


He has trucked gold in bars, bags and

pockets of other nations, and how it is 
that we always have an abundance left 
in the treasury. Weare rich and can 


may or may not be satisfactory to the 
average poor man! ‘ 

The reader who knows that the coun- 
try only produces from its“gold mines 
about $30,000,000 worth per annum 
is apt to puzzled._by these state- 
‘ments. He does not see how the tide 
can always run one way and never the 
other. The fact is, although this coun- 
try is making such lavish purchases 
‘abroad that gold has to be sent over 
frequently to square the, accounts, yet 
it-must not be forgotten that a consid- 
erable amount of this exported gold 
does come back again in one way or an- 
other. Itis only during certain por- 
tions of the year—the spring ordinarily 
—that the balance is against us, and at 
other times steamers come back from 
_Europe with treasures of gold in their 
strong boxes, but, as no attention is 
paid to this, the fact is overlooked. 
Besides that, a large sum of gold is re- 
ceive annually in payment of custom 
dues, the greater part of which are set- 
in gold, 

Whatever the reasons, however, for 
this flux and reflux of the precious 
metal, the fact remains that many mill- 
ions of dollars’ worth of it are shifting 
every year between America and 
Europe, and, as may be easily imag- 
ined, the transportation of,only asingle 
one of these millions is a matter of some 
importance.» How much do you suppose 
$1,000;000 worth of gold would weigh 
boxed up and put on an ordinary pair of 
scales? Somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of two tons, varying according to 
the weight of the. boxes and the alloy of 
gold! And how manytonsof gold do 
you suppose have been shipped from 
New York to Europe’ since New Year’s 
day—say during the month of January? 
Not less than eighteen tons, and yet the 
annual spring exportation has not vet 
begun! 


portation is carried on! The steamer 
La Champagne alone on her trip begun 
January 21 carried from New York 
eighty-seven kegs of gold, each keg 
containing ten canvas bags, and each 
bag containing double eagles, eagles 
and half-eagles to the amount of 86000. 
Each of these kegs, although not much 
larger than those commonly used for 
oysters, weighed rather more than the 
average heavy man, so that in these 
days to say that a person is worth his 
weight in gold does not mean so very 
much after all. Grover Cleveland is a 
man of substantial avoirdupois, and yet 
enough gold was sent from New York 
during the month of January just past 
to. represent the weight of the ‘‘Man of 
Destiny’? seventy-five times over. That 
does not mean that theré would have 
been gold enough to make seventy-five 
life-sized gold images of Grover Cleve- 
land, because such an image would 
weigh about twenty times more than 
‘the man himself, or somewhere in the 
neighborhood of three tons. As only 
twenty tons of gold was exported dur- 
ing this month, ‘it will be seen that 
there would have been only enough 
‘gold to make three life-sized solid gold 
statues of Mr. Cleveland with two tons 
left over for three solid gold images of 
Baby Ruth. 

In these calculations I am assuming 
that gold is weighed like bricks or pig 
iron by ordinary avoirdupois weight, 
whereas as every schoolboy knows, it is 
really measured in Troy weight—quit 
different thing. 

While they were loading all this 
treasure into the Champagne one of the 
kegs fell overboard and caused a,great 
commotion among the loungers about 
the dock until it was finally shed 
none the worse for. the wetting. One 
is amazed to think of the quantities of 
gold’ which must be lying in various 
places at the bottom of the'sea waiting 
for some one to bring them to the sur- 
face and be a Monte Cristo for the rest 
of his days. The ‘chances are, how-

000 worth of gold to some great bank- 
ing house by 2 o’clock the next day. 
At 10 o’clock in the morning he calls 
at the Sub-Treasury, where the firm in 
question has depcsited $2,000,000 
worth of gold certificates in exthange 
for the coin they want. This coin is 
put into Kegs, as already explained, 
carefully weighed, for the weight gives 
the value not less accurately than would 
be done by counting each coin, and 
then rolled out through the back door 
on Pine street, where Barkley’s trucks 
are waiting with a crowd of admiring 
clerks and office boys standing about to 
watch the operation. Barkley and his 
assistants quickly load the kegs se- 
curely, handling them, however, with 
ab@ut as much care as baggagemen dis- 
play in regard to Saratoga trunks, and 
then, with $500,000 worth or more on 
each truck, they are rattled off down 
the street with no other guard than 
twoor three men sitting about on the 
load lazily and not looking in the least 
formidable. All the same they have 
their revolvers ready, each one of them, 


enterprising scamp try to interfere

I asked Barkley one day if, during his 
long experience, he had ever had any- 
thing stolen from his trucks. 

‘‘Never but once,’’ he said, ‘‘and that 
was a very foggy day seven or eight 
| years. ago when I was carrying a load 
of silver overto the North rivet.” ‘It 
was so foggy thata couple of sneak- 
thieves came up behind and managed 
to get one ofthe bars off the truck 
without our seeing them, How they 
did it is more than I know, fora silver 
bar weighs about seventy-flve pounds 
and is worth nearly $1000.’’. 

‘‘Did you ever catch the fellows,’’ I 
asked. 

‘They caught themselves. You see 
they were such fools they thought the 
bar they had stolen was lead and sold 
it to a junk dealer for $6 or $7. The 
junk dealer was as ignorant as they 
were andintrying to dispose of the 
lead got himself caught.” 

‘‘And who was held responsible for 
the loss of the bar?’’ .

Or if this amount of gold were 
stretched into wire it would makea 
golden rope ladder long enough to reach 
from here to the moon, with an end 
dangling over long enough to reach all 
the way around the earth. It wonld 
weigh more than all the people in all 
the theaters of New York, if they were 
all crowded to their utmost capacity at 
the same time; more than all the men 
who marched at Sherman’s funeral, 
and would buy shoes for every man, 
woman and child on the face of the 
earth today. 

To give one final comparison, if flat- 
tened out into gold leaf it would furnish 
enough golden sheets to print all the 
editions of all the Sunday newspapers 
in the United States and allow them to 
choose adav when their circulations 
would reach their high-water marks, 
and tLeir number of pages would reach 
its maximum! 

These are some of the things which 
could be done with the gold John Bark- 
ley has trucked through the streets of 
this city, and yet he is a poor man! 

When the gold reaches the steamer’s 
dock it is handed over to the purser, or 
third officer, who then becomes entirely 
responsible for it until its delivery on 
the other side of the ocean to the bank- 
ers’ agents. The entire amount is in- 
sured for its full value, the rate being 
about one-eighth of 1 per cent., and the 
steamship company charges about the 
same for carrving the precious load. 

All the great transatlantic liners afe 
now built with special treasure-rooms,. 
which are sometimes placed pier 
as in La Champagne, and sometimes far 
aft, as in the Aurania. This room is an 
iron-walled vault, about 8 or 10 feet in 
each dimension, and entered only 
from the top bya hatch abouta yard 
square. Theiron walls are three or 
four inches thick, with an array of 
bolts, bars and locks sufficient to baffle 
an expert burglar fora long time. I 
visited one of these treasure vaults not 
long ago, and felt as if 1 were entering 
atomb. Itis deep down in the bowels 
of the ships, below everything else, and 
practically right on the vessel’s keel. 

‘Did you ever hear of the treasure- 
room of any steamer being. robbed?’’ I 
asked the officer who accompanied me. 

‘I did,’’ he replied, ‘‘but only in one 
case. That was years ago, on the Pa- 
cific, when the passage took so long as 
to give the men abundant time to work 
in. They drilled through the iron wails 
from the hold, and when the vault was 
opened at the end of the voyage $14,- 
OOO worth of gold dust was missing. 
The thieves were never caught, so far 
as I know.”’ 

}...Not less interesting than the methad 
oftransporting gold dcross the ocean 
and from one part of-the city to the 
other is the way in which it is carried 
across the continent. Every one re- 
members the $20,000,000 gold train 
which came from San Francisco to New 
‘York last summer... This train was com- 
posed of five cars, one of them bomb 
proof, and guarded by fifty-one men. 
The gold, done up in bags containing 
$5000 each, was packed in coffin-like 
boxes—small coffins, of course—each 
containing $40,000 worth. Each box 
with its contents weighed 160 pounds, 
and was carefully sealed with the red 
disk of the Sub-Treasury at San Fran- 
cisco. There were 500 of these boxes. 
The train left on time and arrived on 
time, with no accident or incident, and 
the whole thing was greatly to the 
credit of the Treasury Department. It 
took two hours and forty-five minutes 
unloading this gold at the Sub-Treasury, 
and ,twenty men were kept working 
like beavers for two weeks following 
counting the immense sum. 
- Not a dollar was found missing. 

Icalled at the assay office the other 
day to get some more precise informa- 
tion about the quantities of gold which 
have been sent abroad in recent years. 
It seems that while the United States 
has been steadily drained of a portion 
of its gold during the whole century, it 
is only during the last two years that 
the amounts sent away have»become 
noticeably greater than the amounts re- 
ceived back again. 

In 1891 over $65,000,000 worth of 
gold was exported, against $8,000,000 


imported. In 1892 $70,000,000 was 
exported, against $8,500,000 which 
came back. The Director of the Mint 


in his last report explains this rather 
unsatisfactory state of affairs on the 
ground that there has been raised in the 
minds of European investors a distrust 
,of United States securities, eaused by 
the increasing preponderance of silver 
over gold in the reserve held for the re- 
demption of our paper currency. To 
put it more plainly, foreigners holding 
American securities are afraid of being 
paid in depreciated silver and are sell- 
ing out while they are sure of getting 
gold. 

I asked one of theofficials at the as- 
say office how large an amount of gold 
he believed had been exported by the 
United States during the past fifty 
years. 

“It is possible to get at that approxi- 
‘mately,’’ he answered, ‘‘by subtracting 
all the gold, both in coin and bullion, - 
which is now in the United'States from 
the entire amount which has been pro- 
duced from the mines during the fifty 
years you wish toconsider. There is 
altogether in the country today gold to 
the amountof $664,275,335. During 
the past fifty years the entire product 
of gold in the country has been nearly 
of the value of $1,900,000,000. That 
leaves a difference to be accounted for, 
as you see, of some $1,200,000,000 
worth of gold. Ofthis certainly not 
more than one-fourth has been used in 
the arts, so that it is safe to say that in 
the last fifty years the United States 
has, been drained of over $500,000,- 
000 worth of gold. The largest part 
of this amount was sent away vetwWeen 
the years 1850 and 1870, during the 
great gold production: During the last 
twenty years, with the exception of the 
last two years, the imports of gold have © 
almost equaled the exports, and ig 
some years have exceeded them,’’ 

It should be noted that, in spite of the 
large movement of gold from the 
United States during the fiscal year 
eniing July 1, 1892, there was a net 
increase in the gold stock of the coun- 
try aggregating $17,792,48%, against 
.aloss during the previous fiscal year of 
$48,980,177, while the stock of silver 
increased $48,085,804,

HOW TO MAKE THE EMPIRE BELT. 

With the crinoline skirt there is usu- 
ally worn an Empire belt. The Empire 
belt accompanies the crinoline grown, 
the crinoline long coat and all cuts and 
styles of dress having a fullness of skirt 
and sleeves. 

This belt may be either shirred or 
folded, and it must be lined with two or 
three thicknesses of crinoline. The 
prettiest folded belts are.laid in five 
precise folds, each just twoinches in 
width. The middle fold is just at the 
waistline, so that the two lower folds 
fit closelv over the upper part of the 
skirt, while the two upper folds extend 
well up toward the bust. 

Such a belt requires real skillin the 
making, for its lining must be fitted so 
closely to the curves at the waist that 
it will neither wrinkle or ‘‘draw.’’ 

The shirred Empire belt is simply 
shirred over the crinoline, which is first 
fitted to the figure from just a little 
below the waist to the curve of the 
bust.

WasHINGTON, March 5, 1893.—I had 
a chat the other night with Senator 
Watson ©. Squire about the gold re- 
gions of Puget Sound. He says that 
the output of metal in his State of 
Washington will probably surpass that 
of Colorado. He is not interested in 
the mines himself, for he has all he can 
do to take care of his property without | 
making new investments. He is one of 
the richest men in the Northwest and 
his real-estate assessments in Seattle 
amount to, I am told, about $1,000,- 
000, and he pays three times the salary 
of a Cabinet minister on them in taxes 
every year. He has all sorts of inter- 
ests in the northwest, and, among 
other pet investments, is a dairy farm 
from which he sells $25 worth of milk 
every day, and on which he has some of 
the best Holsteins you can find in the 
country. . Said Senator Squire: 

“These gold régions are about sixty 
miles from Seattle, and railroads are 
now being built to them.’ The miners 
are at work, but they have as vet no 
means of getting their ore to the 
markets. Qne of the largest companies 
is that which owns the Monte Cristo 
mine, and which has a capital of about 
five million dollars. They have, Iam 
told, already. invested about three | 
million dollars, and they think their 
lead is one of the finest ‘that has ever 
been discovered. The men who own 
this mine are Rockefeller, Colby and 

Hoyt. They are all rich men. Mr. 
Colby was the head of the Wisconsin 
Central Railroad, Rockefeiler is one of 
the rich Standard Oil men—I am not 
sure whether it is John or his brother— 
and Mr. Hoyt isnother rich man, who 
comes from New: York. These men are 
all level-headed. They have made 
some money in other investments in 
Washington Territory, and they expect 
to make a fortune out of their mines. 
There are. other camps which have 
equally good indications, and as soon as 
the country is opened tip there will be a 
great rush to the gold fields. The 
Great Northern. road will soon be 
through to Seattle, and we expect that 
the town will, jump from now on. It 
now has about sixty thousand people, 
and hy is not much more siete ten years

. A BREAKFAST WITH BUFFALO BILL. 


I see that Tom Ochiltree is to manage

He 
has*pleasant rooms there within a 
stone’s throw of the big theaters and 
just off Piccadilly, and is as well known 
in London as in the United States. He 
is on friendly terms with the English 
lords and dukes, and he always has more 
invitations than. he can accept. Ochil- 
tree is a great friend of North, and he 
and North were interested to some ex- 
tent in Buffalo Bill’s show, which had 
such a successful run in London last 
summer. Buffalo. Bill is also one 
of the lions of London, and I re- 
member a pretty~ breakfast that I 
had last summer at the show grounds. 
-I got a note from Col. Cody asking 
me if I would not come out to take an 
American ..breakfast with him. The 
breakfast hour’ was 12 o’clock, and 
when J] came _ up tothe tent I was re- 
ceived .by Gen. Joseph B. Williams, who 
is the counsel of the Equitable Life In- 
surance Company in London, and was 
introduced te him as the cook of the 
occasion. Gen. Williams’s form, from 
neck to feet, was covered with a big 
white dpron, arid his cuffs were pushed 
beck in the most approved style. He 
took me into Buffalo Bill’s tent and in- 
troduced me to the breakfast party. 
This consisted of Mrs. Brown Potter, 
the aciress; Henry Labouchere, thé ed- 
itor of Truth, and his wife, T. P. O’Con- 
nor, who has taken Parnell’s place toa 
large extent in Parliament, and his 
wife, and Col. Ochiltree. Shortly after 
this we sat down to breakfast, and it 
was a first-class feast of fried chicken, 
corn-dodgers and all the other good 
things which are so well known in 
America, but which you cannot get in 
England. There were all sortsof drink- 
ables, from water and milk to cham- 
pagne and whisky, and I was surprised 
to see'that both Buffalo Bill and Tom 
Ochiltree stuck to milk. 

HOW TOM OCHILTREE LOST A MILLION. 

During the dinner the conversation 
was spicy and lots of good stories were 
told. The subject of money-making 
came up, and Tom Ochiltree said: 

“Did you ever know that I came 
within an ace of making a million dol- 
lars? Well, I did, and I lost it through 
my reputation for exaggeration. It 
was at a dinner at John Chamberlin’sin 
Washington, and Senator Hearst, John 
Russell Young and several other promi- 
nent Americans were at the table with 
me. We got to telling stories over the 
walnuts and the wine, and Senator 
Hearst, whom you know died worth sev- 
eral million pounds, was giving his 
early experiences. He told how he 
amassed his great fortune, and he de- 
scribed the struggles of his early life. 
He told how he worked and saved to 
gat enough money to take him to Cali- 
fornia. He described his long and” 
weary journey in @ wagon across 
the plains, and grew pathetic as 
he spoke of his ngrichipe along 
the Platte © River Nebraska. 
When they’ came to ‘this river they 
found a flood had made it almost im- 
passable, and they waited for days for 
the river to go down, The waters, 
however, increased instead of dintin- 
ished, and they were in despair. ‘At 
last,’ said Senator Hearst, ‘four or five 
of us concluded to make a raft and get 
across by it. "We tied a lot of wagon 
beds together, put our bedding in them, 
and finally had quite a respectable boat 
made. Then the question was to geta 
repe across the raging torrent, in order 
to pull we wot. over. No one of the 
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party could swim, and for even the 
bravest swimmer it looked like death to 
go ifto that raging flogd. We cast 
abont for some time as to what to do, 
until at last a littlé réd-headed, vlue- 
eyed boy came to us and said that he 
could swim the river, and that he could 
carry the rope over in. his teeth.

TI heard two good stories of Bret 
Harte the other day. One was respect- 
ing his consulship at Glasgow. Bret 
Harte was made consul, but, as the story 

oes, he spent most of his time at Lon- 

on, and though he was drawing his sal- 
ary for his Glasgow consulship: he 
hardly knew the city. He was at one 
time traveling through Scotland with 
an English friend, and suddenly shot out 
of the country into Glasgow. As the 
train entered the city Mr. Harte said: 
“Why, this seems to be a fine town. 
What is its name?” “This,’’ replied 
his friend, ‘tis Glasgow, where you are 
-consul.’? The Glasgow people did not 
like this treatment, and when Iwas in 
Scotland a few years ago I heard many 
unfavorable criticisms upon Mr. Harte’s 
conduct in regard to it. 

Bret Harte was.a great admirer of 
Dickens, and I heard not long ago nh 
he came to write that beautiful poe 
entitled ‘‘Dickens in Camp.’’. He was 
‘editor of the Overland Monthly at the 
time and was trying hard to get a foot- 
hold in literature. He’ had, written a 
number of things that had attracted 
attention, but had as yet not acquired a 
literary standing, when the ‘cable came 
announcing the death of Charles Dick- 
ens. As the cable was handed him: he 
was given also his mail for the. day. 
Among the letters was one with an En- 
glish post mark. He opened it and 
found it to be a letter frem Charles 
Dickens complimenting him on his poem 
entitled ‘‘The Outcast of Poker Flat.”’ 
This, in connection with the cable, 
affected him so that he laid his head 
down on hisdeskand cried. With tears 
in his eyes he then took his pen,and 
wrote the poem ‘Little Nell in Camp.’’ 
It came from the soul. It was one of 
the most beautiful things Bret Harte 
ever penned, and Foster, . 
b fographer, calls it the: most beautiful 
tribute that Dickenshas ever received.

of the poet’s friends from Bret Harte 
himself.

Fishermen who may choose their time fish 
as the tide tuns ih. ‘hose who must fish 
when tifey can disrezar d tradition and su- 
perstition. 

The fishermen aye cf all sorts, from well 
dressed young men of Icisure to mechanics 
in working clothes. The most approved 
style is to fish’ with rod and reel and o 
pay out about 150 feet of line, well weighed 
with lead sinkers, The bait is sand worms 
and white worms, bought of the bait pur- 
veyors at ten ahd twenty-five cents per 
dozen. Many of theron nglgest looking fish- 
ermen are scientificallyorrect in the mat- 
terof tackle. Much of thé sea wall between 
Ninetieth street and One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth streét is difficult of access, 
and the fishermen have the place pretty 
much to themselves. a: 

The best anglers prefer week days for the 
sport because of the crowd on Sundays. 
Old fellows whé have erected tenuous !ook- 
ing wharves aut from the sca wall rent 
seats upon them to Sunday fishermen. A 
few chaifs*And sireat niany empty beer 
kegs furnish the seats. The fishermen are 
thus from ten to fifteen feet above the. 
water, and it isa nice matter to land a fish. 

Anglers agree that fishing along the sea 
wall is worse each year. The ever increas- 
ing trade of the river tends more and more 
to drive away the fish, and perhaps the 
foreign impurities of the water killa godd 
many. It happens just now that moss- 
‘bunkers, or alewives, are floating dead by 
the score along the front of the sea wall. 
These fish move up@nd down the Hudson 
in enormous schools, num bering thousands. 
They swim near the surface, and as they 
move the river is black with their ripple. 
| Fishermen have a theory that the moss- 
bunkers are killed by the blasts of quar- 
ries above the Palisades, but a more plausi- 
ble belief is that the fish are struck by the 
wheels of steam craft. Nobody cares to 
catch mossbunkers, save by wholesale for 
the making of fish oil or manure. 

The favorite, fish with the anglers of the 
sea wall is the striped bass. They are run- 
ning small, and mapy, half pounders are 
caught. There are stories, however, of 
five pounders and of even larger ones. The 
toméod, aceording to the Hudson fisher- 
men, is never caught save with hook and 
line, and be does vot bite well until after 
a hard frost, “Those caught are scarcely 
more than four inches long. The shiner, 
or sand porgie, seldom weighs more than 
half a pound, but he is respected by the 
anglers, as he bites when the striped bass 
are sul 
times.—New York Sun.
